Applicant argues that Shuford et al do not teach a size distribution with a dfO.51 value of less than 100 micrometers and dfO.91 
less than 300 micrmeters. However. Shuford et al explicitly state that at least 90% of the salt has a particle size of 1-10 
microns (column 4. line 59). Clearly. 1-10 microns is within the claimed range. Applicant argues that Shuford et al required 
silica. However, the claims do not exclude this component. In fact, the claims require a free flow agent. Regarding adhesion, 
the product of Shuford et al would have inherently possessed the same properties since it contains the same components in 
the same amounts. Regarding claim 46. the abstract of Shuford et al discloses a product consisting essentially of flavoring or
